It is reported tha t the te rm s of 
the arm lstioe b etw een the T urk ish and 
B ulgarian arm ies as accepted b y Bul­ 
garia provide that the true« shall con­ 
tin ue during the whole period of the 
peace negotiations.

T he fact tha t the negotiations for 
the arm istice were regarded as an 
Integral part of the peace negotiations 
also helped T urk ey to procure more 
favorab le term s than would have b een 
gran ted under othe r circum stances. 
T he refusal of G reece to sign th« 
arm istice is susceptib le of different in­ 
terpretations. 
In the first place, as a 
ta cit arm istice has b een in ex istence 
for m ore than a week already, it is not 
Im possib le tha t the negotiations may 
have served to b ring ab out an a gree­ 
m en t on the general principle of the 
peace term s such as would prom ise 
the s|>ecdy arra n ge m e n t of a peace 
treaty when the conference m eets, as 
Is now ex pected, in Ix mdon. 
In this 
ca se the fact tha t G reece in standing 
out from the arm istice protocol would 
mot b e of great im portance. 
In the second place, the Greek ab ­ 
stention m ay 
m ean a 
serious split 
am on g the allies, arising from Jeal­ 
ousies 
concerning the possession of 
Baloniki ami 
the insistence

G reeks on the capitulation of Adrian- 
ople, Scutari and Janina.

"I read with the greatest pleasure 
your le tte r of the 14th inst.; also clip­ 
pings enclosed. 
"A m very glad to have this inform a­ 
tion and will take pleasure in seeing 
tha t it gets some pub licity b efore the 
sen ate and the country. 'I his incident 
Is identical in principle to a num b er

ranging an armistice has been signed 
by the Turkish and Bulgarian dele­ 
gates,

Fervla and Montenegro. 
Prior to this 
there had been a long sitting of the 
Turkish council of ministers to con- 
elder fresh proposals submitted 
by 
the allies. 
It has not been determined when 
and where the peace negotiations will 
begin. 
Apparently tho Greek delegates did 
not sign the protocol. At present noth­ 
ing is definitely known on this point. 
It is reported that the terms of 
the armistice between the Turkish and 
Bulgarian armies as accepted by Bul­ 
garia provide that the truce shall con­ 
tinue during the whole period of the 
peace negotiations. 
Turkey is to have the right of re­ 
victualling all her besieged fortresses 
and the detached bodies of Ottoman 
troops remaining in Macedonia and 
elsewhere, 
as well as 
the Turkish 
population in the various parts of the 
theater of war. 
Turkey is to have the right of re- 
victualling her fortresses, troops and 
population by way of 
the Adriatic 
ami Ionian seas in addition to the or­ 
dinary available routes. 
The allied 
Balkan nations are to furnish safe

Coast Blockade to Be Raised. 


The blockade of the Aegean ami 
Adriatic coasts of European Turkey 
is to be raised. 
The terms are generally regarded 
as generous, but in view of the great

forces 
their 
practical 
effect 
probably will not be very important. 
The fact that the negotiations for 
the armistice were regarded as an 
integral part of the peace negotiations 
also helped Turkey to procure more 
favorable terms than would have been 
granted under other circumstances. 
The refusal of Greece to sign the 
armistice is susceptible of different in­ 
terpretations. 
In the first place, as a 
tacit armistice has been in existence 
for more than a week already, it is not

SHAKESPEARE’S WOMEN 


N either Original Nor Enlightened, Is 
H «ltn KeilaFa Verdict. 
I doubt lf the women In Shake­ 
speare's come^ltee are to In* takeu se­ 
riously. They are pretty creature* In 
tended to be pit yod by boys. They are 
the vehicle of any more or less fitting 
strain of poetry which happens to 
please the poet. Alice In Wonderland 
Is a very real little girl. but one wnnkl 
not make a grave, scholarly nttalyaiaof 
the traits of character which she dis­ 
plays in her encounter with the mock 
turtle. 
Neither should we pre** bx* 
heavily upon Shakespeare'!* i>oetry to 
extract his liellefn about women. The 
unrivaled sonnets voice the pruise and 
also the {>etulant dissatisfaction of a 
man In love or pretending to be in love 
for the jairpose of poetry. The woman 
worship in the eonian* and in the glow­ 
ing passages of the plays spoken by 
gallants In pursuit of their ladies la 
only the conventional romanticism com­ 
mon In medieval and renaissance liter­ 
ature. 
Shakespeare's phrasing ontflies that 
of all other poets. 
But his ideas of 
women are neither original nor en­ 
lightened. In atudylng the social ideas 
of a writer and his time we often learn 
more from his unconscious teatimony 
than from his direct eloquence. Portia 
Is wise, witty, learned, disguised aa a 
man; but she la disposed of without 
protest through her father's will sa d its 
I ira tie aal accid en ts to a commonplace 
bankrupt courtier, aud the tacit impli­ 
cation is that she Is happily lieefowed. 
Where Hhakesjieare brings Portia’* ca­ 
reer to an end a modern comedy would 
begin. In the other plays th** delight­ 
ful heroine is hurried off at the close 
of the tifth act into the iKissession of a
